ston said: “I don’t know what the purport of 
the interview was, but k do knew that in re- 
ply tomy question Mr. Dezendorf, whois a 
straight republican, said that the interview 
had not changed him in his views or in the 
course he had determined upon.” 

[t is estimated in democratic circles that the 
president may go just a little too farin his 
eflorts to please Mr. Mahone, and that next 
session hisadmiinistration might need the as- 
sistance of democratic support and that of 
Mr. David Davis. It said that the demo- 
cratic senators have no fault to tind with 
President Arthur in his course, but are pleased 
With its making haste slowly.

[t is now very generally believed here that 
Judge Davis will in the future act with the 
republicans. There is no doubt that had the 
democrats elected him president pro tem. 
they would have secured him beyond perad- 
venture. Butthis is in the past, and the 
democrats may @ well face the fact that in 
all their calculations for the future the big 
senator from lHlinois must be counted as 
against them. Several of the democratic 
senators said on Saturday last that they would 
sooner have a straight-out republican in the 
chair than Judge Davis, andif the republi- 
cans brought in a motion in Deeember 
to elect one of their own 
number they would make no opposition 
But with the vote of Judge Davis secured the 
republicans have no incentive to attempta 
change,and they have plainly indicated this 
view. So far as the officers of the senate are 
concerned the democratic incumbents have 
some reason to feel easy, for Judge Davis has 
repeatedly expressed himself as opposed to 
turning men out of office unless for cause.

NEWARK, N. J., November 2.—Government- 
Examiner Shelley is still at work in the Me-

satisfy yourself that. the balances claimed, 
both debit and credit are substantially 
correct, the means of doing which must be left to 
your own judgment. When the balances claimed 
are exceptionally large, or li you sce any reason to 
doubt that they are correct, you will verify them by 
corresponding with the debtor or creditor banks, as 
the cause may require.

A SOUTHERN PLANTER ARRESTED. 


He is Accused of Swindling Various Parties in Georgia. 
New York Times. 


Mayor J. Bb. Felder, of Americus, Sumter 


county, Georgia, sent a telegram to Inspector 
Byrnes, on Sunday, asking him to look for 
John Wesiey b. Oliver, aged twenty-three, of 
Savannah, against whom charges of swindling 
had been made. The telegram suggested that 
he would be found by watching No. 19 East 
Thirty-ninth street, the oftice of Dr. C. R® 
Agnew, as Oliver suffered from trouble with 
his eyes and had told friends that he would 
consult this physician. Detectives Ruland, 
Haly, and Hinds arrested Oliver near Dr. 
Agnew’s office vesterday morning, and locked 
him up. He is a typical southerner, and was 
armed with a revolver of the heaviest calibre. 
He suid that his arrest was an outrage 
and that the charges against him 
were false. He repeated this assertion 
when the police learned more about the 
case und questioned him. The charges, as tar 
as Inspector Byrnes knows, arethat in May, 
i880, Oliver sold a cotton plantation in Web- 
ster county, Georgia, but continued to repre- 
sent that he owned it. By these representa- 
tions Oliver keptup his credit, and made 
away with 810,000 worth of goods which he 
obtained from various merchants. The bulk 
of the articies thus fraudulently obtained was 
in cotton and guano. He was interested ina 
cotton plantation with negroes who worked 
“onshares’’ with him, and it is alleged that he 
disposed of the crops and pocketed the mon- 
ey. ‘The following letters found in Oliver's 
possession donot corroborate 
that all his business transactions were fair: 
ATHENS, Ga., October 21, 1881.—Mr. John Wesley 
Oliver: I received your letter to-day. and was very 
glad to hear from owe I wrote to you the next day 
uiterl got here. But, by the way, the letter that | 
wrote you went to the dead letter office. I directed 
it to Magnolia Springs, and the postmaster told me 
to-day that he had senta letter to the dead letter 
office that was directed to Magnolia Springs 
and that there was no such post-office as that.

Treuble in the Ranks of the Stockholders.

PHILADELPHIA, October 28.—There is trouble 
in the ranks of the Keeley motor men. For 
nearly six years money has been poured into 


the hands of Mr. Keeley for experimental 


purposes, and still the hoping ones are put off 


with promises. All the transactions of the 
eonrmpany are conducted with great secrecy, 
but the rupture is too great to be longer hid- 
den, ‘‘I do not intend to be made a shield or 
guy for any one forthis business,’’ said Mr. 
Frank Foote, of Foote & Hatch, at the mee 
lng of the stockholders of the company a 
week ago. The gentleman voiced the senti- 
ment of all New -York directors who came 
ever here for the purpose of compelling Mr. 
Keeley to giveout his secret. Following up 
the position he had taken, a resolution was 
olfered at the meeting of the board of direct- 
ors, and seconded by Mr. George 
h. Collier, to the eflect that 
Mr. Keeley be paid no money until he should 
patent some of the alleged discoveries or in- 
ventions he has made. This resolution was 
earried by the votes of the best friends of 
Keeley, both here and in New York. As 
stated by a gentleman who was present, the 
ebject is to have him patent his gun, or gen- 
erator, or atomizer, so that in caseof his death 
the stockholders of the company could have 
it.

The crowd finally became so large that the body 
was placed in the elevator and carried to room 67 on 
the third floor, but before the room was reached 
ihe death struggle began in earnest, and when the 
litter upon which the body had been placed, was 
set on the floor, Rufus M, MePherson’s life Was over 
and his soul rushed into the presence of bis maker. 

In the room where he died there were only 
a few persons, but among these was a friend of the 
family, and upon him fell the unpleasant task of 
informing the famiiy of the sad death. First§he 
Went te Major Campbell Wallace, the {president 
of the Merchants’ bank, and toid him 
that his grandson had shot himself. The 
news startied the major and almest caused 
his death, so rtrong was his feeling for the dead 
boy, but with great fortitude he rallied and caused 
the sad intelligence to betcarried to the unfortn- 
nate youth's brother, Mr. Wallace McPherson, and 
to his mother. When Mrs. McPherson first heard 
the news, she was sitting in her chamber at home 
and would not believe it. She worshipped her 
boy and could not bring herself to think 
that he would do the desperate act that was ascribed 
to him, but when the dead body brought a con- 
firmation of the report, she gave way and almost 
died of grief. 

Seon after McPherson's death, Coroner Hilburn 
heid an inguest, but the cvidence adduced indi- 
cated clearly that the deceased came to 
his death by his own hand, and a 
verdict so saying was returned. No positive evi- 
dence indicating the real cause for the deed was 
deposed, and unless McPhersen died because of a 
mind deranged by the excessive use of liquor, the 
reason willtorever remain unknown. 

After the inquest the body was prepared and en- 
cased and then removed to his mother’s home, corner 
of Spring and Harris streeis, where it will remain 
untils o'clock this afiernoon, when it will be for- 
warded to Knoxville, Tennessee, his former home, 
for interment. The funeral wii! take place at the 
residence, this afternoon, at 1:%O0 o’cloék. 

Rufus McPherson was just 29 years of age and 
wWasé voung man of fine character.

On the morning of the 13th of March last 
Mount Zion Baptist church (colored) located 
at the corner of Baker and Calhoun streets, 
was consumed by fire. The work was too eyi- 
dently that of an ince and Lucy Wil- 
liams, a colored woman living at the residence 
of Rey. Dr. Gwin was arrested as the perpetra- 
tor of the deed. 

Tuesday she was put upon trial in the su- 
perior court on an indictment for arson, She 
Was represented by Joseph H. Smith and Mr.

The testimony revealed the fact that the 
brethren of Mount Zion did not dwell togeth- 
erinunity. On the contrary, Rev. Gus Wat- 
son, the pastor, was accused of living in adul- 
tery with Lucy Williams. A committee in- 
vestigated the dusky and reverend party and 
reported him to the church conference as 
guilty in manner and form alleged. 
The conference thereupon excom- 
municated hina and relieved him 
of his pastorate. This action made 
Lucy,it is alleged, very angry with the Mount 
Zionites and she indulg red in threats. She 
told one party that “if ths ey preached in that 
church any more they would preach in ashes.” 

On the oceasion of the fire fumes of coal oi] 
were detected. Officers Couch and Saulsbury 
proceeded directly from the fire to the home 
of Lucy Williams and arrested her. There 
was kerosene oil upon her hands. She ex- 
plained that she had put oil in herear torem- 
edy an ear-ache. The vigilant offi- 
cers then smelled ot her ears 
and testified squarely that there 
was no oil in either of the auriculars of Lucy. 
In fine, the testimony seemed quite conclusive 
against Lucy but only her own statement, 
under oath, was introduced for a detense.
